One controversy started even be 


fore the Senate, by a 57 to 22 vote 
passed its finance committee's bil 
late yesterday at the end of onlj 
two days of debate. 


It centered around an amendment 


which the Senate approved at the 
urging of Senator Borah (R-ida ) 
to prohibit the federal government 
from issuing any more tax exempt 
securities in the future. The treas- 
ury was fighting this, and there was 
opposition in the house. 


Another stumbling block facing 


Senate-House conferees who will 
seek to reconcile the senate bill with 
a markedly different measure al- 
ready passed by the House was the 
question of taxes on estates and in- 
heritances. 
The Senate substituted 


increases in the present estate ta\es 
for the brand-new inheritance levies 
approved by the House. 


Higher Gift Taxes 


(The Senate also voted for high- 


er gift taxes on donor, instead of 
the 
House's new levies on re- 


cipients of gifts; it raised the sur- 
tax rates on individual fcet incomes I 
over Jl.000,000, whereas the House1 
started the boosts at 150,000; it in 
creased the House graduated cor- 
poration income taxes, reduced the 
other chamber's .excess profits rates 
increased 
existing- capital 
stock 


taxes and imposed a new tax on 
dividends received by one corpora- 
tion from another.) 


The Borah amendment, approved 


40 to 39, would make the income 
from future issues of government 
bonds subject to the income tax. 
Treasury officials argued it would 
seriously handicap the Roosevelt fi- 
nancial program and place the gov- 
ernment at a disadvantage in bor- 
rowing since states and municipali- 
ties would still enjoy the right to 
issue tax-free securities.

In the American Revolntloaary war 


the battling patriots of tbe new world 
carried all sorts of muskets, and a 
few were armed with the long rifle, 
later known a* tbe Kentucky rifle. At 
Bunker Hill the British troop* car- 
ried smoothbore musket*, and the farm- 
ers and militiamen who faced them 
likewise were armed with smoothbores, 
wltb the likelihood that a few of the 
last named carried tbe rifle that bad 
been Introduced Into this country by 
German Immigrant*. 


The smoothbore musket of th* revo- 


lutton, and the weapon with which a 
majority of Washington'* troop*, wero 
armed, was the French CharlevlHe 
nmsket, MTS a writer in the Chicago 
Tribune. 
It bad a maximum range 


of about 880 yards, or a h*lf mile, and 
an accurate range of about 100 yard*. 
If a soldier could hit a nun or a bone 
at 100 yards with his musket he was 
considered s good shot the enter of 
tbe officer* to tbe men then Invariably 
being to "watt until TOO M* tbe white* 
of the enemle** eyes." Tbe long rifle, 
on the other hand, a weapon in exist- 
ence at that time, had a maximum 
range, with a foil charge of powder, 
of about 1,820 yard*, or three-quarters 
of a mile, and was accurate op to 
190 to 200 yards, depending entirely 
upon who was doing tbe shooting; Some 
of the most skillful of the marksmen 
of that time could Shoot the old long 
rifle accurately at a distance of even 
more fun 200 yards.
